The  Committee  appointed  by  the  City  Council,  under  an  Or- 
der of  the  4th  inst.  to  audit  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  City 
and  County  Treasurer,  from  April  30th,  1842,  lo  ;May  1,  1843, 
being  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  have  attended  to  that 
duty  and  found  tl^e  accounts  correctly  stated  and  ^hat  there  are 
proper  vouchers  for  the  same.  The  Committee  find  that  there 
has  been  received  at  sundry  times  since  April  30th,  1842,  for 
account  of  the  City  of  Boston,  one  million  forty-six  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents;  and 
that  there  has  been  paid  on  Hie  same  account,  nine  hundred  and. 
forty-six  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  and  one 
cent ;  leaving  a  balance  due  to  the  City  of  Boston  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  forty- 
eight  cents.  The  Committee  also  find  that  there  has  been  re- 
ceived on  account  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,  tvi^enty  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents ;  and 
that  there  has  been  paid  on  the  same  account,  fifty-six  thousand 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  thirty  cents,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance against  the  County  of  thirty-five  thousand  one  hundred  and 
sixty  eight  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents,  and  leaving  a  final  bal- 
ance in  the  Treasury  of  sixty-five  thousand  one  hundred  and 
four  dollars  and  fifty-seven  cents ;  and  that  the  notes  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  have  been  duly  cancelled.

The  Auditor  of  Accounts  has  the  honor  to  present 
to  the  City  Council  the  Thirty-First  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk ;— being  for  the  finan- 
cial year  which  commenced  with  the  first  day  of 
May,  1842,  and  ended  with,  the  last  day  of  April, 
1843. 

Statement  A  is  an  account  of  the  Appropriations, 
as  originally  granted  by  the  City  Council  to  meet 
the  Expenditures  of  the  year,  with  such  transfers, 
from  one  Appropriation  to  another,  as  the  business 
of  the  year  rendered  necessary. 

Statements  B  and  C  give  a  detailed  account  of 
all  the  Receipts  into  the  City  Treasury  on  account 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  on  account  of  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  each  being  separately  stated. 

Statement  D  shows  in  detail  the  Payments  of  the 
year  on  account  of  the  City,  each  item  being  charg- 
ed to  the  Appropriation  to  which  it  properly  be- 
longed. 

Statement  E  is  a  hke  account  of  payments  exclu- 
sively on  account  of  the  County  of  Suffolk.

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  Expenses  of  the  year 
seventy-six  thousand  dollars  of  the  Public  Debt  has 
been  paid  off;  about  twenty-six  thousand  have  been 
expended  for  improvements,  made  within  the  year, 
by  widening  Streets ;  over  ten  thousand  for  Wilding 
two  new  Primary  School  Houses,  and  thirty-six  hun- 
dred for  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  Land  adjoining 
the  City's  property  at  South  Boston  : — yet  no  addi- 
tion has  been  needed  to  the  original  appropriations, 
but  a  balance  of  ^65,104  57  remains  in  the  Treasu- 
ry, subject  to  the  control  of  the  Committee  on  the 
reduction  of  the  City  Debt,  to  which  purpose  this 
balance,  is  by  ordinance,  specially  appropriated.
